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Government implements rural 
child care proposals

The Didsbury Municipal 
Library is looking for pictures 
featuring the people and 
places of Didsbury as part of 
their 85th anniversary cel¬ 
ebration. 

Librarian Kathy Craven 
said the call is out for a dis¬ 
play scheduled to be shown 
at the library during the 
month of February, culmi¬ 
nating in an open house on 
February 27th. 

"We are hoping people will 
bring in the pictures they 
have that show the history of 
the community, represent¬ 
ing the people and places of 
Didsbury from 1908to 1993," 
she said. 

The actual anniversary of 
the library was January 25, 
marking the establishment 
of the Didsbury Free Library 
in 1908, but Craven said most 
celebrations will be held dur¬ 
ing February. 

“We are also having a logo 
contest for a new logo for the 
library,"she said. "We're look- 
ingforsomethingthat repre¬ 
sents this area and what the 
library means to people.” 

The deadline for the logo 
contest (for which entries can 
be picked up at the library) is 
February 13. So far, about 6 
or 7 entries have been made. 
The deadline for pietu res was 
to be February 4 but may be 
extended becau sc of a lack of 
response from the public. 

"We wanted to have the 
display for the month of Feb¬ 
ruary that is why the dead¬ 
line was on the 4th," Craven 
said. “But so far we only have 
one person’s set of pictures. 
We may Just go ahead and 
set up what we have any¬ 
way." 

Other special features for 
the library’s anniversary year 


include automation of the li¬ 
brary’s functions. Barcodes, 
membership lists and the li¬ 
brary search system should 
be fully computerized by the 
end of the year.

Klein government downsizing continues 


The Provincial Cabinet has 
approved a reorganization of 
Deputy Ministers for consoli¬ 
dated Departments, resulting in 
2.37 million dollars In annual 
savings. 

This brings the total savings 
from executive level Government 
downsizing lo 4.87 million dol¬ 
lars so far. 

"With the elimination of six 
Deputy Minister's offices effec¬ 
tive April 1st of this year, we are 
demonstratlngour commitment 
to continuing the downsizing 
process beyond the Cabinet 
level." Premier Ralph Klein ex¬ 
plained. 

Boards, commissions and 
agencies are currently under 


review by Deputy Premier Peter 
Elzinga's Government Reorgani¬ 
zation Secretarial, and the new 
Deputy Ministers are being 
asked to provide a plan on how 
consolidated Departments can 
further reduce staffing levels 
below the Deputy level. 

"As with other moves, all staff¬ 
ing matters will be handled with 
tact and sensitivity," said Klein, 
who Is also Minister Responsi¬ 
ble for the Personnel Adminis¬ 
tration Ofllce. 

Consolidations at the Deputy 
level are: 

-A1 Craig, former Deputy Min¬ 
ister ofTourlsm. Parks and Rec¬ 
reation, Is appointed Deputy 
Minister of Economic Develop¬

Farm Women's Network, had 
undertaken the project to see 
if solutions could be found to 
rural child care concerns at 
the request of the depart¬ 
ment. 

‘‘Initially when funds be¬ 
came available, the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture ap¬ 
proached AW1,” said Olsen. 
"They wanted to find out if 
they could establish working 
child care and how expen¬ 
sive it would be.” 

Under the project, 19 child 
care programs were estab¬ 
lished and run with govern¬ 
ment subsidy. Olsen said all 
but one of the projects was 
completed, each with vary¬ 
ing levels of success, and 14 
continue to operate without 
government funding. 

Olsen said one of the most 
satisfying results of the 
project was to see how farm 


women responded to the 
creation of support groups 
and reliable child care. 

"There are lots of young 
women out there who don't 
know their neighbors," she 
said. "They felt isolated and 
alone so the support groups 
were really valuable to them. 
And the way the family farm 
works today, they really need 
the help of some kind of child 
care to help take some of the 
pressures off." 

"Things were different 
when I was young and grow¬ 
ing up on a farm,” Olsen 
added. “There were 7 of us 
and the older ones took care 
of the younger. But times 
have changed." 

But while the AW1 and the 
pilot project have finished 
their job of showing the gov¬ 
ernment how essential rural 
child care is and how easy it

children with them while 
working. 

“We have no way of know¬ 
ing whether the project saved 
the lives of any children but 
we know that many children 
were safer and happier be¬ 
cause of it.”

attack victim is to take charge 
and call for help. Why take 
chaige? Statistics show that 70% 
of heart attack victims wait four 
and a half hours before seeking 
medical help. That is precious 
time in which medications and 
oxygen could be administered to 
prevent or minimize heart mus¬ 
cle damage. The reason people 
wait that length of time in pain is 
very simple; it's called denial. 
It's frightening to be confronted 
by something as life-threaten¬ 
ing as a heart attack. As a 
defense, individuals exhibit a 
number of denial behaviours. 


including the use of homemade 
pain remedies or absolute dis¬ 
belief. "1 never get sick; this can’t 
be happening to me!" They may 
actually insist that you leave 
them alone! 

When you observe someone 
experiencing chest pain for 
longer than two minutes, com¬ 
bined with shortness of breath, 
anxiety, weakness, pale skin or 
denial, assume that the indi¬ 
vidual is having a heart attack.

social 

problem?

According to the AIJPE, Alberta seems to be in imminent 
danger of developing a drinking problem. 

This has been the provincial employees’ union’s reaction to 
the grocery store request for licence to sell wine and beer. 

The union has come out strongly against allowing the so- 
called soft liquors to be sold anywhere except in government 
stores. 

They say allowing grocery stores to sell the spirits would 
create serious social problems. And they are right, for these 
unionized employees it would cause a serious social problem 
- their own unemployment. 

It is unfortunate the union has been reduced to waging a 
scare tactics war with the grocery store owners over this 
issue. Their dire warnings will have many good hearted and 
concerned citizens believing Alberta would become a den of 
iniquity overnight if beer and wine were also sold in grocery 
stores or as they have said "sold for profit rather than 
controlled consumption.” 

But logically, that kind of reasoning makes little sense. It 
is ridiculous to assume the government makes no profit from 
the sale of wine and beer, and even more silly to believe the 
consumption of these beverages is controlled because of 
where it is sold. Arguments that under-age consumption will 
increase also falls flat unless the AIJPE has magically come 
up with a method for imbuing their members with the ability 
to accurately pinpoint age. 

Canada is one of the few countries left in the world where 
alcohol is not sold in public stores. Some of the most civilized 
countries in the world have sold spirits in privately owned 
shops for many years without creating the sin and depravity 
that has been suggested. Japan, for example, sells beer in 
vending machines on streets, similar to machines that rent 
videos here in Canada. Japan also happens to be the eco¬ 
nomic world leader right now. 

Granted, there are many taboos attached to the consump¬ 
tion of alcohol. It is a substance easily abused which can 
extract terrible emotional and physical prices for that abuse. 
But nothing has shown, including numerous studies and 
years of historical evidence, that where the substance is sold 
influences the abuse. What the studies have found is that it 
is the attitudes towards the consumption that influences the 
problems. Secretiveness and shame over the problem com¬ 
pounded by society’s view towards alcoholism drives drinkers 
underground, undiscovered and untreated. 

Let’s hope the public statements of the AIJPE haven't 
helped to compound the very problem they say they wish to 
avoid.

Position on user fees 


Dear Editor: 

Like all Albertans, I have fol¬ 
lowed with interest media re¬ 
ports about the possible Intro¬ 
duction of health care user fees 
In our province. 

As President of the Alberta 
Association of Registered Nurses 
(AARN). I have discussed this 
issue with many people. The 
AARN position on this matter is 
clear: We do not support user 
fees or extra billing. We be¬ 
lieve all Albertans should have 
access to health care regardless 
of Income. 

What concerns me about the 
current debate is the sugges¬ 
tion that there Is no alternative 
other than user fees to control 
health care costs. There Is little 
evidence to suggest user fees 
deter unnecessary use of the 
system, however, people need¬ 
ing care may be prevented from 
getting It. 

Perhaps It Is time to consider 
different, more cost-efficient 


ways to deliver health care. For 
example, registered nurses in 
Alberta have the education and 
experience necessary to deliver 
a variety of health care services. 
Unfortunately, many employers 
underutlllze these profession¬ 
als. If nurses were employed to 
the full extent of their abilities, 
we could retain quality care and 
reduce costs. 

The AARN also proposes some 
health care dollars be reallo¬ 
cated from hospitals to Increased 
services In the community. This 
would free up expensive hospi¬ 
tal services for those who really 
need them. Community serv¬ 
ices would focus on illness pre¬ 
vention and health promotion 


as well as treatment and care. 

The Alberta government has 
already spent a great deal of 
time and money looking for so¬ 
lutions to our health care prob¬ 
lems. Many Individuals and or¬ 
ganizations. including the AARN. 
have made recommendations 
for changes to the health care 
system that would not sacrifice 
quality care. It is our hope that 
Instead of blaming consumers 
for 'abusing” the system through 
the Introduction of use fees, the 
government will consider the 
other alternatives available to It.

The War Amps of Canada 


By 1984/85. the government 
was not paying its way. Program 
spending exceeded revenues by 
$ 16 billion a year. The govern¬ 
ment was spending $1.33 on 
programs for every dollar of tax 
revenue. Interest payments to 
service the debt amounted to an 
additional $22.5 billion a year. 
The growth of government debt 
had beeome self-perpetuating: 
every year the debt went up and 
every year more interest had to 
be paid. 

Since 1987/88 revenues 
have exceeded program expen¬ 
ditures. It has taken stringent, 
responsible and futuristic plan¬ 
ning to hold program spending 
to a rate of 3.9%. with the sur¬ 
plus going toward the Interest 
on the debt. We are making 
progress, but we must look at 
the situation realistically. Total 
success will not come easy or 
without hardship.

InthcFebruary 1992 Budget, 
the Mlnlstcrof Finance projected 
that the Budget Deficit would be 
$27.5 billion.

Most of us can remember the 
1970s when the cost of an aver¬ 
age Ford automobile was be¬ 
tween $5and $6 thousand, this 
year a similar vehicle will cost 
between $ 15 and $ 16 thousand. 
Frightening Isn't It when you 
think that most of us who re¬ 
member t he 70s so vividly l>ased 
our plans for retirement with 
those monetary values in mind. 
Interest charges. Increases In 
the cost of gfxxls and services, a 
competitive world marketplace, 
inflation, the demand for more 
and letter consumer goods, con¬ 
sumer demand for credit, and 
living In a world community have 
all played a contributing factor 
to not only our changing atti¬ 
tudes towards our fellow man. 
but also our changing financial 
attitudes. 

During this same time frame 
the government introduced a 
network of programs and serv¬ 
ices to provide Canadians with 
a safety net of social benefits. 
Just aseverythlngel.se Increased 
in cost so did the programs and 
services. In fact most of the cur¬ 
rent federal debt and deficit re¬ 
sulted from the excess of expen¬ 
ditures over revenues that de¬ 
veloped during the 1970s and 
early 1980s. In that period, ac¬ 
celerating expenditures out¬ 
stripped the growth rate of both 
the economy and the tax base. 

For the 15 years before 1984/ 
85. program spending Increased 
by an average of almost 14 per 
eent a year, nearly 2 percentage 
points faster than the growth of 
the economy. At the same time, 
the tax base deteriorated be¬ 
cause of tax exemptions.

This week let us talk about, 
Ihc biggest component of our 
garbage, PAPER. In one form or 
another, paper takes up about 
35% of our garbage, about 300 
tonnes of land-1111 fora town the 
size of Didsbury! So. even If the 
Recycle Centre Is not ready, we 
cot ild start recycling by collect¬ 
ing paper and save It for the 
centre when It does open. The 
problem Is finding enough space 
to store It. Perhaps you can 
make room In the comer of a

A one meter 
square area Is not a big space, 
but It stores a lot of paper! 

But what can be collected? 
Paper comes In many forms: 

Junk mall, advertis¬ 
ing flyers, office paper, maga¬ 
zines. school notes. grocery bags 
and (yes) cardboard boxes - we 
can collect all of these kinds of 
papers. Paper towels and other 
absorbent convenience products 
and papers treated with chemi¬ 
cals or wax cannot be collected.

You might 
ask: If some paper Is not worth 
anything then why should we 
collect It? The answer Is simple: 
All paper can be disposed effi¬ 
ciently rather than being sent to 
adump. If It can be recycled Into 
more paper or Into alternative 
products, then It Is valuable. 
The restcanbe used as mulch or 
cattle bedding or treated to pro¬ 
duce Insulation or Just burned 
to supply power for other proc¬ 
esses. But most Important. It 
will all be removed from our 
landfill sites. 

Com igated eairlljoard and gro¬ 
cery bags are also very vah table - 
bill they musl lx-clean (like pack- 
lnglx>xes)and must not be coated 


with plastic or wax (likeyou find 
In the vegetable department of 
grocery stores). You can store 
your papers In the boxes or In 
groc ery bags and stack the ttoxes 
In your basement or garage. 

Schools. larger bt tslnesses and 
some households are collec ting 
paper now, especially the valu¬ 
able ones, but there to not enot igh 
room to store It. So. we are 
making arrangements to tempo¬ 
rarily take large stockpiles to the 
Carstalrs depot. If you are run¬ 
ning out of storage space, call a 
member of the Lions Club first 
before you consider putting It 
out with your garbage. Or you 
can take It to the Carstalrs depot 
(the old seed cleaning plant near 
highway 2A) on Saturday morn¬ 
ings. Remember, paper Is valu¬ 
able and It can be sold. The 
money earned can be of great i tse 
In our community. So can some 
PLASTICS and this will be our 
key word next week.

Beech Crescent residents battle bikers

Felker. will lx- moving to Olds as 
soon as he's able to sell his 
house In Didsbury. Havens dis¬ 
puted IYoulx's charges lhal Able 
Taxi takes profits out of the town 
saying he's patronized Conway 
Service Centre In Olds for sev¬ 
eral years for transmission work 
on his taxis. I le also pointed out 
he's In the process of finalizing 
an extensive radio system con¬ 
tract with an Olds dealer.

Originally Initiated to draw 
Olds business owners together 
for a common purpose, the pro¬ 
posed Business Revitalization 
Zone plan has Instead driven a 
wedge between supporters and 
opponents In Olds business 
community. 

'Those against the scheme see 
It as simply one more expense 
they'll be forced to endure since 
financial participation will be¬ 
come mandatory If the plan Is 
adopted, while proponents 
maintain the BRZ will help com¬ 
bat economic pressures, not 
Increase them. 

BRZchalrman Joe Gustafson 
presented a tentative fee sched¬ 
ule at Monday night's town coun¬ 
cil session and outlined various 
objectives and goals set by the 
organizing committee. A work¬ 
ing budget of $44,000 was ar¬ 
rived at by assigning a proposed 


tariff of $216.75 on the 203 
businesses located In the BRZ 
zone. The money collected will 
cover administration costs, ad¬ 
vertising campaigns and rudi¬ 
mentary beautification pro¬ 
grams. 

This Is sort of putting the 
cart before the horse." Gustafson 
• said, noting the budget and tar¬ 
iff amounts could change when 
BRZ plans are finalized. 'You 
can’t have the bylaw without the 
budget, and you can't have the 
budget without a board and you 
don't have a board until council 
passes the bylaw."

Housing starts up in December 


National housing starts rose 
In December to 178.000 units 
at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate (SAAR), according to 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. December starts 
were up 3 per cent over the level 
of 172,000 units In November. 

December activity resulted 
from offsetting movements In 
single-detached and multiple 
unit starts. Multiple unit starts 
In urban centres rose 14 per 
cent to 72,000 units from 
63.000 units In November. 
Starts of single-detached dwell¬ 
ings declined 4 per cent to 
78.000 units from 81,000 In 
November. 

'The new housing market has 
showed resilience In the face of 
the higher mortgage Interest 


rates since October." said Gllles 
Proulx. Chief Economist at 
CMHC’s Market Analysis Cen¬ 
tre. "Single-detached starts only 
Inched down slightly from the 
strong level achieved In Novem¬ 
ber. As for multiple units, the 
Increase reflects stronger con¬ 
dominium starts." 

The December Increase Is 
mainly due to higher starts In 
Quebec and British Columbia. 
Quebec starts Increased to 
37.000 from 29,000 units, the 
best performance of the second 
half of the year. British Colum¬ 
bia starts rose to 41.000 from 
36.000 units, the highest level 
of 1992. In both provinces. De¬ 
cember gains can be traced 
mainly to a surge of condo¬ 
minium units starts. 


Ontario urban starts d nopped 
to 41,000 units from 52,000 
units In November, with lower 
starts for all types of units. The 
December level Is one of the 
lowest for the year as a recent 
stronger trend In the single-de¬ 
tached market was not suffi¬ 
cient to offset lower multiple unit 
starts. 

Starts Inched up In the Prai¬ 
rie region to 22.000 units, up 
1.000 units from the previous 
month. Starts rose In Alberta 
and Manitoba but dropped In 
Saskatchewan. 

Starts were also up margin¬ 
ally In the Atlantic to8,000 units. 
Starts rose In Nova Scotia, fell In 
New Brunswick and remained 
the same In Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island.

Twin Butte blowout felt in Fallen Timber

Residents of the Fallen Tim¬ 
ber area watehed the news of 
the Twin Butte blow out last 
week with Just a bit more Inter¬ 
est. There's a sour gas well be¬ 
ing drilled In the area that has 
had residents conecmed even 
before the news of the blowout. 

The concern stems mostly 
from the fact that the target In 
the Leduc zone Is extremely sour 
and therefore more dangerous. 

Mobile Oil Is doing the drill¬ 
ing and has spent considerable 
time keeping local residents In¬ 
formed of the operation. How¬ 
ever. some residents feel there 
ts an tneonststeney with the in¬ 
formation. 

Initial contact was made by a 
Mobile employee. Dave Nelson, 
who then, rumor had It. quit. He 
reemerged as a consultant to 
Mobile and continued as the 
advance fleldman. 

Now Mobil employees are 
again circulating to keep resi¬ 
dents Informed of the status of 
the operation and to finalize the 


pnx'ess started by Nelson. "We 
sort of feel bunted around." says 
one resident, "and that concerns 
and Issue raised with Dave are 
not being taken seriously by the 
new contacts." 

Heather Douglas. Public Af¬ 
fairs Officer for Mobile says, "we 
are doing our best to ensure 
everything Is done safely and 
the people of the area are com¬ 
fortable with the operation." 

The procedure they are fol¬ 
lowing are perfectly normal for 
operations of this type she ex¬ 
plains. As to Nelson's comings 
and goings she says he was only 
contracted for the Initial phase 
and that all follow up was to be 
done by Mobil themselves. 

It seems disjointed only be¬ 
cause he was a Mobil employee 
at first but when he left Mobil he 
was contracted to finish that 
stage of the operation. 

As for the Increased fears 
since the Twin Butte blowout. 
Douglas would like to reassure 
residents that “a very detailed 
lndepth emergency response 
plan has been developed and. In 


fact. Is required by the Energy 
Resources Conservation Board 
(ERCB)." 

At stage one. measures are In 
place that alert everyone from 
RCMP, schools and local resi¬ 
dents that a potential problem 
exists. "Nothing has gone wrong 
at this point but the potential 
exists so we put everyone on 
alert," says Douglas. 

Stage two would come, for 
Instance, if circulation was lost 
In the well. All residents In a two 
kilometre radius would be 
evacuated at this point, followed 
by all those In a four kilometre 
radius. "We work with local 
emergency systems and every¬ 
one knows exactly what they are 
to do In the case of emergency," 
explains Douglas. 

It may be comforting to those 
Involved In the drilling process 
but It does little to comfort those 
living In the proximity of the 
well. Twin Butte residents must 
have had a similar plan, as re¬ 
quired by ERCB rules, and It Is 
reported that many only found 
out about the Incident on the 


news. 

Furthermore, one local resi¬ 
dent Is reported to have phoned 
a 24-hour emergency number 
for the Twin Butte well to com¬ 
plain of smelling H2S four days 
before It blew. The emergency 
number was never answered 
and It took him a full 15 minutes 
of calling to find someone to talk 
to. 


Fortunately, no one was hurt 
and there was no threat to hu¬ 
man life but there was obviously 
a problem In communication. 

A great deal of thought has 
obviously gone Into these emer¬ 
gency plans but Fallen Timber 
residents would bejust as happy 
If they never had to find out how 
well It works.

Insist that activity be stopped to 
sit or lie down. Call an ambu¬ 
lance. Calling for help is vital; 
ambulance personnel can pro¬ 
vide the medications, oxygen and 
expertise to ensure that the in¬ 
dividual's condition becomes 
stabilized as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. It would be impossible for 


you to provide that kind of sup¬ 
port on your own. Symptoms of 
heart attack do not go away: 
untreated they only get worse. 
Time is of the essence! The more 
quickly a heart attack victim 
gets medical help, the greater 
chance for a complete recovery.
